After eigh- 
teen centuries of Divine instruction 
and with the wonderful Bibles now 
at our command; and with helps for 
Bible study, what manner of Chris- 
tians ought we to be—in faith, in 
love, in obedience, in courage! 

St.Paul points out the necessity for 
the Lord's people to assemble them- 
selves together for fellowship and for 
the study of his Word and to pro- 
voke one another to love and good 
works. The necessity for this; he sug- 
‘gests, is that sin on the part of those 
who have received a knowledge of the 
truth and been made partakers of the 
Holy Spirit is a‘ much more serious 
matter than the same conduct would 
have been before they came into the 
precious relationship of spirit-begotten 
children of God.
